NEW YORK (AP)-One of the 


rewards of parenthood is to have 
your children be ashamed of you 
—and, 
later, to be 
proud of 


you. 


Can 
you 
remember 
being 


ashamed of your parents? 


I can—very clearly. Most peo- 


ple can if they go back to that 
crannied corner of childhood. 


In my generation it was part 


of the wonderful nonsense of be- 
ing young to entertain the idea 
that gypsies had stolen you as 
a baby and your present parents 
.were not, in fact, your real par- 
i ents. 
1 
As a boy I used to look at my- 


self in the mirror and wonder 
who I really was until my senses 
reeled. But much as I wished to 
think of myself as the victim of 
a gypsy kidnaping, my common 
sense would not allow me to pur- 
sue the dream too far. 


That face looking1 back at me 


was too utterly the son of my 
father. I was too honest to kid 
myself. But I hated to lose that 
dream that I had been stolen by 
gypsies from high grandeur and 
put by them into myi mean estate. 


So I clung to that dream and 


bore a grudge against my par- 
ents for being what they were— 
my parents. 


What a titanic snobbery a child 


v.oes ihroutfh before he grows up! 


j \Vltat a wilderness of error he 


j must wade before he reaches the 
liar side of the forest! 


My parents 
were people of 


little education but great wisdom. 
I know that now but didn't realize 
it then. 


As I rode a delivery bicycle 


by night for the neighborhood 
drug store—bringing a magazine 
and a bottle of medicine to those 
in want—and studied in high 
school by day, I dreamed of mar- 
ble halls I felt I really deserved. 


It was only when I was in' col- 


lege that I began to shed the fool- 
ish shame of being my parents' 
child!. 


Sitting hi the front porch swing 


one day, my mother said, "Har- 
old, you know we're done the best 
we can by you," and I said, 
"Well I know other parents who 
have done more," and my mother 
fled in tears. 


That was the only time I know- 


ingly made her cry. I sat in that 
front porch swing a long time all 
alone, and began to grow up. 


Another time in college I was 


involved; as a passenger in a car 
accident. My father said nothing 
about 
the expense, 
but as he 


drove me home from the hospital 
\ve passed a cemetery, and he 
said. "There's a silent city—son, 
I'm glad your not in it." • 


Then I grew up a great deal 


more, and was no longer ashamed 
of my parents. Now when I look 
in the morning 'mirror, 1 no longer 
shave myself alone. In middle 
aiji1 1 .shave my father. 26 years 
dead. II is his face 1 see in the 
mirror.

crowd because they feared 
it 


might march on police headquar- 
ters four blocks away. 


Ninety-five Negroes were ar- 


rested in Tuesday night's demon- 
stration. 


Earlier, fire trucks were called 


to break up the crowd of 500 Ne- 
groes in front the News and Cour- 
ier1., 


The crowd began to disperse at 


the sight of the trucks, and fire 
hoses were not used. 


Observers said the demonstra- 


tions began peacefully with the 
Negroes chanting "freedom" an- 
thems. 


Police began to make arrest's 


and the mood of the 
crowd 


changed, A Negro hurled a brick 
at a group of officers,, striking Lt, 
Tallie Tilftnan. 


Tension increased sharply1 after 


the incident. 
Police 
began to 


make more arrests in the milling 
crowd and four other officers were 
felled by bricks or stones. A fire- 
man was hit by a brick as' the 
crowd! began to disperse.

WASHINGTON (AP)-An unex- 


pectedly drastic overhaul of the 
operation and solf-policingi of the 
nation's major stock 
exchanges 


was recommended today by Se- 
curities and Exchange Commis- 
sion probers. 


The recommendation wte in the 


second installment of a 2-year in- 
vestigation of the securities mar 
kcts. 


The report,, calling for the out 


right abolition of floor trading, 
was sent to Congress by SEC chait 
man Will'iam L. Gary, without an 
official endorsement of any of the 
dozens of specific changes pro- 
posed by the investigation team 


Cary said the report-pictured 
basically strong1 institutions sub- 


ject to many, specific weaknesses 
and abuse."

He reassured investors that: 


"This report should not impair 
public confidence in the securities 
markets,, but should strengthen it 
as suggestions for rising stand- 
ard are put into practice."

second-ranking American

Missing Grain 
Is Valued at 
$32 Million

WASHINGTON (AP) — Senate 


Republicans are pressing for a 
congressional 
investigation 
into 


reports that 24 million bushels of 
U.S. grain vanished somewhere on 
the way to Austria. 


The $32 million worth of corn, 


barley and sorghum "could have 
gone behind the Icon Curtain" in 
violation of U.S. barter agree- 
ments, said Sen. John J. Williams, 
R-Del.,, Tuesday in demanding a 
Se»iate investigation. 


Or he said, the grain "may 


have been diverted and sold in 
Western Germany for dollars," 
which would also be a violation. 


Barter deals are restricted to 


non - Communist countries that 
would not otherwise pay dollars 
for U.S. farm products. 


Lester P. Condon,, Agriculture 


Department 
inspector 
general, 


said evidence uncovered so far 
does not indicate the grain went 
behind the Iron Curtain but that 
some of it might .have wound up 
in West Germany where it could 
hurt cash markets for U.S, grain. 


Condon said the United States 


sufferebf no" loss on the* snTpmehts 
intended1 for .Austria because it 
received the agreed; upon miner- 
als in. the barter exchange, 
.Williams said seven importers 
have been arrested, in Austria 
and that he does not see how the 
grain 
could 
have disappeared 


without) some collusion.with some- 
one in this country, although no 
Americans have been implicated. 


Williams1 said the Justice De- 


partment should join the inves- 
tigation. 


"This is really big stuff," said 


Senate Republican Leader Ever- 
ett M. Dirksen of Illinois in back- 
ing Williams' request to create a 
special Senate committee and give 
it $100,000 to look into the case. 


Dirksen said the grain was load- 


ed on ships in this country but 
apparently never got to Austria. 


Sen. Jack Miller, R-Iowa, said 


"the silence has been deafening" 
since ho asked Secretary of Agri- 
culture Orville L. Freeman last 
month about the disappearance 
and what was being done to pre- 
vent such cases from recurring. 


Condon said1 the department is

WHEREAS, the elimination of 


slums and blighted areas and the 
prevention of their future growth 
is a matter of concern to the 
people of the City of Hope, Ar- 
kansas: and, 


WHEREAS, in this City there 


are dwelling structures which are 
so dilapidated, unsafe, unhygienic, 
or unsanitary, as to constitute a 
menace to the health and safety 
of .the people; and, 


WHEREAS, this City has the 


right and duty to adopt and en- 
force such health and sanitary 
regulations as are necessary in 
order, to prevent the spread of 
disease. 


fiE IT THEREFORE ORDAIN-

Section 1. Adoption of Minimum 


Housing Code. 


There is hereby adopted by the

Rights Fight 
Extended to 
Many Fronts 


By JOHN CHADWICK 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The con- 


gressional battle over civil rights 
blazed across many fronts today, 
from integration in sports stadi- 
ums' to a proposed investigation 
of the leaders of racial demon- 
strations. 


Meanwhile,, the Pentagon, faced 


with protests it was encouraging 
military personnel to take part in 
demonstrations, issued new orders 
Tuesday night restricting such ac- 
tivities. 


In a memorandum to all' the 


armed services, Secretary of De- 
fense Robert S. McNamara de- 
clared: 


"It is high inappropriate and 


unnecessary for military person- 
nel, 
with their special obligations 


of citizenship, to participate in 
such activities. 


"I urge every man and woman 


in uniform to conduct himself ac- 
cordingly." 


McNamara did not specifically 


forbid members of the armed 
forces from demonstration in civ- 
ilian clothes while off duty. But 
he did say none may demonstrate 
when the activities constitute a 
breach of law and order, or when 
violence is reasonably likely to 
result. 


As expected, most of the steam 


in the row over President Kcnne- ] 
dy's civil rights proposals was j 
coming from the Senate where the 
Judiciary and the Commerce com- 
mittees are holding hearings. 


Today the Commerce Commit- 


tee asked Baseball Commissioner 
Ford C. Frick and the heads of 
the National and the American 
Football 
leagues. Pete Rozelle 


and Joe Foss, for their views on 
legislation to bar segregation in 
places of public accomodation. 


The bill, a key section of the 


civil rights program, would apply 
to sports arenas as well as stores, 
restaurants, hotels and the like. 


Gov. 
Ross R. Barnett of Mi- 


sissippi, George C. Wallace of Al- 
abama and1 Atty. Gen. Bruce Ben- 
net of Arkansas, all vehement 
opponents of the bill, urged the 
committee to investigate what 
they pictured as Communist in- 
fluences bent on a divide and con- 
quer strategy. 


They singled out Dr. Martin Lu- 


ther King Jr., president of the 
Southern 
Christian 
Leadership 


Conference, and said the commit, 
tee should check on his associates. 
They did not, however, say they 
suspected King of being a Com- 
munist. 


Sen. A. S. Mike Monroney, D- 


Okla., protested what he termed 
"guilt by association" and said 
that "even McCarthyism in the 
darkest days of that dark episode 
first heard such charges in exec- 
utive session." 


He said that "in all fairnes%" 


King should be called as witness."

WAiSHINGTON (AP)—the deep- 


ening break between the Russians 
and Red Chinese has left the West 
as confused about the future as 
it was when Nikita Khrushchev 
suddenly repudiated! Stalin in 1956. 


Even Secretary of State John 


Foster Dulles admitted at the 
time: 


"It is too early to judge its full 


meaning." 


The American Communist paftyi 


said in an editorial in the Daily 
Worker: 


"The 
shattering 
revelations 


made by Khrushchev show what a 
gigantic transformation is taking 
place in the Soviet Union." 


What was shattered was the 


myth of the Russian leadership's 
infallibility. 
Around the 
world 


Communist parties suffered con- 
vulsions1. Som6 
were heretical 


enough to criticize the Kremlin. 


Russia had to crush Hungary's 


anti-Red revolt. The Soviet hold 
on the satellites was weakened,, if 
only a Mttle. But its hold on' the 
Red Chinese was weakened enor- 
mously for a reason which may 
have been overlooked then but 
isn't now. 


While Khrushchev attacked the 


memory of Stalin at the 20th 
Party Congress on Feb. 24, 1956, 
10 days before that he madte sug- 
gestions which today are present- 
ed as the main cause of the 
Russian-Chinese split. 


He said international problems 


should be Solved by negotiation, 
that war isn't necessary for com- 
munism to triumph, and that the 
West and East should sign a nu- 
clear test ban agreement and 
even a non aggression pact.. 


The Chinese disagree on all 


counts. And these are the main 
points they throw at Khrushchev 
now in their accusation that he 
is undermining world communism. 


But today in Moscow,, Ameri- 


cans, Britons and Russians are 
discussing a test ban. The Ameri- 
can and Britons are waiting to 
hear what Khrushchev says on a 
nonaggression pact. And there 
have been a number of interna- 
tional negotiations.

But the blessing is not unmixed. 
The Russians are accusing the 


Chinese of promoting anti-white 
racialism. From this it can be 
assumed, if true, that the Chinese 
will appeal to all the non-white 
peoples to divide the world into 
big camps: white and non-white.
